hind, tlio constitution and other docu- 
ments of the famous Rochdale Pioneiors. 
In. the second quarter of 1800 the sales 
were $7,751.3.1, and three, branches were 
too hastily established. Theundno ratio 
of oxpOEEO to trade, and especially the 
lack of interest in tho movement, led to 
its speedy fttiluro in November. 


Tho oldest co-operativo store in this 


country at the time of its failure, in 
1890, was tho D.-uiTcra Co-operative Un- 
ion society, witii acapirul of $5,500, in 
tho shoo manufacturing town cf Dan- 
\crs, Muss. 
At first, however, from 


18G5 to I860, it suld goods exclusively 
to its members and at cost, after tho 
methods of the other union stores al- 
ready referred to. It did not adopt tbo 
Hochdalo plan until 1SB9. The failure 
is ascribed to incompetent agents, and 
•was eo disastrous us to leave the stock- 
holders only 25 per cent cf their invest- 
ment. 


Tho longest successful American trial 


of the .Rochdale plan seems to havo been 
by the Co-operative Store company at 
Silver Lake, in the town of Kingston, 
Mnss., which began Jnna 14, 1875. A 
Email store in n snail pjace of nearly 
stationary population aira with'a trade 
of only §9,517.03 and a capital of $1,- 
850-in 1805-G, or nearly the same as in 
1S8C, its continued success under one 
manager seems to prove the presence 
there of what has been found far more 
important 
than even the Hochdale 


methods—a co-operative spirit, which is 
tlms defined-in the copies of the bylaws 
as printed in every edition for many 
years: "A true co-operator has three 
qualities—good sense, good temper and 
good will—gcod sense to dispose him to 
make the most of his means; good tem- 
per to enable biin to associate with oth- 
ers, and good will to incline him to serve 
them and be at trouble to servo them, 
find go on serving them, whether they 
nro grateful or not :!? return, caring 
only that he does good, and finding it a 
sufficient reward to see that others are 
benefited through his uuthanked exer- 
tions." 


This last enterprise, liko eight or nine 


others still in successful operation, owed 
its origin to tho third wavo of co-opera- 
tive enthusiasm which swopt over New

AN INHERITANCE TAX. 


A. Just Alefuos of llalHlne Kevenne In th« 


Leuat Burdensome. Manner. 


While tha Republican meinberg -of 


coiigresa and tho senate are howling for 
a higher tariff, to Increase the revenue, 
they find it convenient to overlook the 
fact that tho McKinley- act, in ita last 
yenr, produced n deficit of.$70,000.000. 
Since that absurdly high tariff produced 
less revenue than the present tariff, it 
19 hardly clear how going back to it 
will increase tho revenue. 


The Republicans, however, are deter- 


mined to raise tho taxes, in order to 
contract the currency, "by increasing the 
great idle surplus in the treasury. Why 
do they not pass tho inheritance tax? 


The tax on inheritances, was long ago 


adopted by progressive countries. The 
objection that its tendency S to discour- 
age men from accumulating fortunes 
has been exploded. To take the whole 
ol an estate at the death of the owner 
would, no donbt, lessen the endeavors 
to amass great fortunes for posterity to 
squander, bnt ib would not prevent men 
exercising thrift to .secure themselves 
in their old age. And to .take only a 
comparatively small part of the estate 
would not in the least check, but, if 
anything, would stimulate, the endeav- 
ors of mejj to make and safe money. 


The inheritance tax has many virtues. 


Chief of these is that it falls only on 
those who ara well able to stand it. Th'e 
heirs who succeed to a dead man's es- 
tate have not made the money and can- 
not miss the port taken by .the govern- 
ment. In fact, the inheritance tax is so 
just and logical that it takes precedence 
even of the income tax as the ideal 
means of raising revenue. 


It v;ill hardly be favored by the Re- 


publicans, however. They do not want 
to raise money honestly and in the least 
burdensome manner. 
What they ore 


after is to increase the' tariff. EO as to | 
pay, nt" the expense o£ the people, for! 
the political assistance rendered to the 
Republican party by the trusts. They 
will consequently resist every proposal 
for legitimate taxaf^r.-fo'r "the reason 
that it •would deprive the projected tar-; 
iff tinkering of all excuse. That,, how-; 
ever, should not discourage patriotic 
men from working for tha reform of the 
taxation.—Kansas City Times.

Section 8—After enumerating tn .IT 


clauses the powers of congress adds an- 
other as follows: 


IS—To make all laws which shall be 


Tteeeesary and proper for carrying Into 
execution the foregoing powers and all 
other powers vested by this constitu- 
tion In the government of the United 
States or in any department or ofllcc-r 
thereof. 


A study of the above clause may lead 


some o f the defiant advocates of an ar- 
rogant personal government at the exe- 
cutive mansion to revise their assertions. 


It IB not contended that the . above 


clause 18 srlvcs congress power by law 
passed over a veto by a two-thirds 
vote to interfere with any power made 
exclusive In the president by express 
woi'de or necessary Implication. What 
are the powers expressly given to the 
•president? 


1—To command the army and navy. 
2—To grant pardons. 
3—To make treaties (with the consent 


of the senate). 


t—To appoint officers o£ the United 


States. 


5—To convene congress, and to ad- 


journ It when the two houses disagree. 


C—To receive ambassadors and other 


public ministers. 


7—To take care that the laws be faith- 


fully executed. 


S—To commission officers of the United 


States. 


The above are all the powers granted. 


Compare them with the long list of 
powers given to congress, Including that 
to declare war ajid to provide for the 
common do-fense and general welfare, 
and ending with the power given in the 
above clause IS, to make all, laws neces- 
sary and proper to carry Into execution 
all the powers vested in, the government 
"or In any department or officer thereof." 


The president may command the army 


and the navy. Yes, but congress by law 
may give him speclric directions what 
to do with them to use them In any par- 
ticular direction or not to use them at 
all. He may grant pardons. Yes, this 
Is an 
exclusive 
and 
uncontrollable 


power, but congress may by law open all 
prison coors and let the criminals go 
freo. He may make treaties with the 
consent of the senate and they become 
IH.WS. He Is the only power to make law 
not vested In congress. He. may ap- 
point officers. 
Yea, but congress may 


create and abolish the offices and regu- 
late the power of appointment by civil 
service rules; he Is to commission aJl 
officers, but iie can commission only 
those who are appc-lnted In pursuance 
of law. He ID to receive the foreign min- 
isters. Yes, but only ministers from 
countries which congres-s chooses to 
ha.ve recognized. 
If two governments 


are striving for control of a country 
congress may by law decide which gov- 
ernment the United .States will recog- 
nize, and the president Ls bound to obey 
the law and receive a minister from that 
government and refuse to receive a min- 
ister from the other. The Idea, that the 
president has the sole prerogative of de- 
ciding wha: foreign governments shall 
be recognized by the United States has 
no foundation whatever in any -words 
to be seen In the_corjstitutlon. The fact- 
that the prcside'nt has recogniz-ed new 
governments without congressional ex- 
pression, when congress and the people 
have approved his action, is no proof 
whatever that when they disagree with 
him they cannot control him by law. 
He Is their teent, and -when he does 
what they -want him to do no l^iw Ls 
needed. ""When he threatens to conduct 
himself otherwise, whether by action or 
non-action, the whole subject may be 
controlled by a law passed over a veto, 
under the ample powers In congress 
granted by section 6 of article 1 of the 
constitution, which are not restricted 
nor limited in this resuec.t by any other 
clauses In the constitution. There la no 
escape for the advocates of monarc-hlal 
government in "Washington from the 
provisions of clause 18, section 8, arti- 
cle 1. 


It Is singular that the only two presi- 


dents who have undertaken to defy con- 
gress have been Andrew Johnson and 
Grover Cleveland. The one tried to ere- 
ate and maintain against the will ot 
congress 10 new state governments In 
this Union, the other claims the right 
against the will of congress to aid In 
sustaining a broad and bloody tyranny 


over an oppressed nation. Mr. Johnson 
ietrayod and abandoned the party that 
elected him. his treachery

he wtnt out of office without a party and 
without a friend. Mr. Cleveland still 
lingers wlt'.i us.

Hanberry was on the same seat with his 
wife and two children when the craoh 
came. The latter three were killed and 
he wa.s pinned down and would have been 
burned alive had he not bee^ rescued by 
Bryson and Gardner. 
These two men 


also saved the unknown woman and 
three children who were likewise pinned 
and appealing pLteoualy for help, but by 
the time they had rescued these five 
persons the heat had become so intense 
that tnay were compelled to desist In 
their work of rescue. 
It is thought that 


fully three fourths of the dead were 
killed outright in the crash, while the 
others were pinioned down and cre- 
mated. 
Gardner and Bryson were both 


badly hurt, while Hanberry will proba- 
bly die. 


The flames had completed the work 


of destruction before any help arrived. 
The country around the scene of the 
accident Is sparsely settled and the few 
farmers who heard of the wreck and 
went to the scene arrived too late to 
be oC any assistance, except to the sur- 
vivors. 


Dr. Bay, a Bloctoa physician who at- 


tended Gardner, one of the Injured sur- 
vlvoTS. telegraphs the statement made 
by Gardner as to the cause of the wreck. 
Gardner says'when he felt the cars leave 
the trai:k he looked out.and saw three 
savage looking men rush from a hiding 
place down toward the watr's edge
